H NMR spectra are recorded on a Varian Mercury 400 MHz 
Nuclear Magnetic Resonance (NMR) spectrometer at ambient temperature. Data are reported as 
follows: chemical shift {— ) £8) in ppm from internal standard tetramethylsilane, multiplicity (b = 
broad, s = singlet, d = doublet, t = triplet, m = multiplet), and integration. Liquid 
chromatography-mass spectrometry (LC-MS) data were obtained on an Agilent 1100 Series 
LC/MSD instrument.

Pursuant to a telephone message from the Examiner, received on April 5, 2010, a 
typographical error has been identified in the present application. Specifically, the symbol "□" 
appears at page 49, line 3 1 of the specification. Applicants have amended the specification by 
replacing the "□" symbol with the delta symbol "8". 

Applicants respectfully submit that one of ordinary skill in the art would appreciate this 
error as a typographical mistake. In support of the correct symbol, Applicants direct the 
Examiner to the Preparations and Examples contained in the specification which clearly use the 
term "8" in relation to NMR data chemical shifts (see for example, Preparations 1-5 and 
Examples 2 and 4). Thus, Applicants respectfully submit that present amendment contains no 
added matter.
